_$1M River Road Plans Not. 
Intended To Lure Industry 


The improvements to a small postion 
of River Road that town meeting will 
consider next month are not designed to 
attract new industry, one town planner 
explained this week, but to serve indus- 
try that’s already taken up residence 
along that busy roadway 

The $1 million appropriation requested 
in Article 17 — the first phase of a long- 
term plan that could culminate in a new 
1-93 interchange — would buy three traf- 
fic lights for River Road, and the wid- 
ening of part of Old River Road. 

Town officials say the changes will 
create a dramatic improvement in pub- 
lic safety in the area — and not a magnet 
for new industrial development. 

“Article 17 would serve existing indus- 
trial development, and development 
that’s already been approved,” Nancy 
Jeton of the Community Development 
and Planning staff said. 

“The land’s been zoned industrially. 
We’re following through on a commit- 
ment to industries that are already pay- 
ing taxes, and industries that have 
already received approvals to build,’’ 
she emphasized. ‘We're not making it 
easier for industry to come in.’ 

If voters approve Article 17 next 
month, the $1 million appropriation 
would be spent on three traffic signals 
and a roadway re-alignment 

The first signal is planned for the inter- 
section of River Road and Shattuck 
Road, Jeton said, and that light could be 
installed ‘fairly quickly.’’ It could take 
longer than a year to install the remain 
ing lights, planned for the top of two exit 
ramps off Route 93, 
ment will first require a series of er 
ronmental reviews 

Next, Jeton said, the intersection of 
River Road and Old River Road, located 
east of I-93 and across from the Wang

site’s driveway, would be reconstructed. 
River Road would be widened with the 
addition of turning and acceleration lan- 
es near the intersection, while further 
down River Road, the intersection with 
North Street would be re-aligned 

The result, according to Jeton: ‘‘For $ 
million, you’ll see a drastic improvement 
in public safety.”’ 

The road work could begin this sum- 
mer, the planner indicated; town offi- 
cials hope to put the project out to bid in 
June and see construction begin in July 

None of the work would require any 
land-takings, she noted: The roadway 
widening will be done within the town’s 
existing right-of-ways 

However, the town hopes to acquire a 
small parcel of land at the intersection of 
River and Old River roads to complete 
the reconstruction there; that land i 
now owned by Vazza Properties of Brain 
tree. The acquisition is proposed in Arii- 
cle 44. 

This year’s warrant article represents 
Phase I of three-phase improvements 
planned for the entire River Road corr 
dor, Jeton said 

In future years, Phase I! would recons- 
truct Old River Road all the way to its 
end, widening the roadway to four lanes 
where it begins, adding two through lan

This Week 


Andover citizens can look for the 
Finance Committee’s 1985 town 
meeting report in their mailboxes 
this week, a few days earlier than 
usual. 

The FinComm reports were sched- 
uled to go into the mail on Monday, 
according to Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony. Town meeting will begin at 
7 p.m. (or as soon as a quorum of 350 
voters arrives) on Monday, April 1, 
at the Collins Center, Andover High 
School.

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Andover High Graduate Is A 


Pioneer In Liver Transplants 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


There is in surgery no operation more 
difficult, more complex, more demand- 
ing than the liver transplant 

Dr. Roger Jenkins of Andover has, in 
the past three years, become one of the 
few doctors at one of the few hospitals 
across the United States capable of 
transplanting a healthy liver into a pa- 
tient suffering the last stages of liver dis- 
ease — a dying patient 

“We see very difficult cases,” the doc- 
tor says. ‘When people throw up their 
hands over a patient, they send them in 
to us . 

Since Dr. Jenkins established a liver 
transplant program at Boston’s New En- 
gland Deaconess Hospital two and one- 
half years ago, it has become ‘‘one of the 
busiest programs in the country” — and 
it is growing ‘‘extremely rapidly.’’ There 
ire no more than seven major liver pro- 

grams in the nation, and the Deaconess 
program ranks as the third- or fourth- 
largest. 

The doctor estimates that he has done 
‘well over’ 100 liver transplants since 
he learned the procedure at the Universi- 
ty of Pittsburgh School of Medicine, 
nearly 50 of them done in Boston in the 
past 18 months. 

Dr. Jenkins did not plan to specialize 
in liver diseases when he completed his 
surgical residency at the Deaconess 
three years ago. “I was ready to follow a 
cardio-thoracic fellowship,” he explains. 
‘‘T was hoping to do heart transplants.” 

But his chief of surgery asked if Roger 
would be interested in setting up a liver 
transplant program at the hospital in- 
stead. “I asked myself, what am | get- 
ting into now?’’ he remembers. ‘‘And 
then I made my decision right there and 
then to do it.”’ 

Roger Jenkins was born and raised 
Andover, the son of Inez and Chester 
Jenkins of Ballardvale Road. He lives in 
Andover with his wife, Susan, and their 
four children: triplets Allison, Kristin 
and Stacey, who'll soon be seven; and 
son Andrew, who’s almost two 

An Andover High School graduate 
Roger earned his undergraduate degree 
at the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, and his medical degree at the 
University of Vermont Medical Schoo! 
He completed his internship and resi 
dency at the Deaconess, where he’s been 
on staff for nearly eight years 

In addition to heading the liver trans- 
plant unit at the hospital, he is a staff 
surgeon, and an instructor in surgery at 
Harvard Medical School. While liver 
transplants demand ‘‘a fair amount’’ of 
his time, his practice also encompasses 
other surgery: operations to remove liv- 
er tumors, for example, as well as can 
cer surgery and_ gastrointestinal 
surgery 

New England s part of the 

Boston Center For Liver Transplants, a 
four-hospital consortium which Dr. Jen 
kins helped to develop. He is on staff and 
may operate at any of the other member

hospitals: Children’s Hospital, New En- 
gland Medical Center, and Massachu- 
setts General Hospital 

It’s really a unique concept,”’ the doc- 
tor says, “‘to have a bunch of surgeons 
from four hospitals working together. We 
receive referrals from all over the coun- 
try — Oregon, Texas, Florida 

The doctor is young, fair-haired and 
trim. He speaks quietly and directly 
about his work and the way it has come 
to dominate his life. ‘‘I don’t have a nor- 
mal lifestyle,’’ he says 

‘I’m at the hospital from seven in the 
morning until ten or eleven at night 
That’s a good day. My weekends are 
spent in the hospital or in someone else’s 
hospital this past weekend was the 
first one I’ve had off in months. Some- 
times I get too tired to even get up, and 
then I just have to sleep for a couple of 
days, trying to get my head back togeth- 
er so I can go back into battle.” 

Yet except for the hours and the days 
that he must spend away from his fami 
ly, Dr. Jenkins has no complaints about 
the field he’s chosen, and no regrets 

‘The exciting part is that we take peo- 
ple who have been ill for ten or twenty

years people who are virtually o1 
their deathbeds — and return them back 
home, doing all the things they haven't 
been able to do for years.’ 

Roger learned to do liver transplants 
from Dr. Thomas Starlz of the Universi- 
ty of Pittsburgh School of Medicine; 
Stariz pioneered the liver graft proce- 
jure, and heads the busiest and perhaps 


best liver transplant program in the 
ountry 

For six months, Dr. Jenkins ‘‘lived 
with” Starlz and his transplant team 


For six months, I ate, slept, and drank 
transplants,’ he says, assisting in opera- 
and a single operation may last 
as long as 24 hours — and “hopping on 
jets” to retrieve donor organs from 
around the country 

‘After an operation, I'd just collapse 
in a corner on the floor and sleep for two 
days straight, until the next one,” he re-

members. “It was an incredibly inten- 
sive experience 
Back in Boston, Roger began setting 


ip the Deaconess program, while start 
ing his own practice and still flying 
around the country to bring donor organs 
to Starlz in Pittsburgh. ‘It was,’’ he says 


with a smile, ‘‘a schizophrenic exis- 
tence.” 

The doctor sees little comparison be- 
tween kidney and heart transplants - 
perhaps more familiar to most of us than 
liver transplants — and his specialty. 

“On a relative scale, a kidney trans- 
plant is like an appendectomy — nice 
and simple. A heart transplant is like a 
gall bladder operation — reasonably 
simple. But a liver transplant is proba- 
bly the most difficult operation in sur- 
gery — nothing comes close to it.” 

The liver is the largest of the internal 
organs, and still not entirely understood 
by medical science, Dr. Jenkins says. 
“Tt’s too complex. It’s the entire factory 
for the body — it does many more things 
than we give it credit for.”’ Among its 
functions, the liver filters toxic wastes 
and dead blood cells, manufactures en- 
zymes and blood proteins, and sythesizes 
glucose. 

The body has only one liver, and can- 
not function without it. No artificial liver 
exists (and none is likely to exist for at 
least another 50 years, the doctor says), 
nor does any mechanical substitute (like 
the kidney dialysis machine). 

In children, the most common liver 
disease is biliary atresia, the congenital 
disorder that afflicted little Jamie Fiske 
of Bridgewater when her desperate need 
for a transplant won the nation’s atten- 
tion more than two years ago. With this 
disorder, the liver’s bile ducts are never 
formed, Dr. Jenkins explains; if the dis- 
order is not treated, children like Jamie 
Fiske die before age five. 

In adults, liver disease is often caused 
by chronic acute hepatitis, which leads 
to a form of cirrhosis (which is simply 
the final stage of any liver disease and 
not necessarily related to alcoholism, the 
loctor points out) 

Women in their forties and early fifties 
may be afflicted by primary biliary cir- 
rhosis, which is very much like biliary 
atresia, and they may remain ill for 
‘many, many years.” Cancer, alcohol- 
ism, and exposure to chemicals are 
among the other causes of liver disease 

Not every patient with liver disease is 
a candidate for a transplant: perhaps 
only one out of every hundred is. Trans- 
plants are chosen only for those who are 
closest to death. For them, the doctor 
says, ‘there is nothing else.” 

Every transplant begins when a donor 
liver becomes available, and that is not 
as often as it could be. Dr. Jenkins be- 
lieves that there are probably 200,000 po- 
tential donors in this country every year 

and yet only about 2,000 livers are in 
fact donated. 

Part of the problem is that physicians 
do not always recognize potential donors 
a donor must be declared brain-dead, 
although his heart is still beating: the 
victim of a head injury might be a donor, 
for instance). And part of it is that fami- 
lies may look upon an érgan donation as

“maiming” the deceased, the doctor 
adds, even though the donation could 
save a life. 

To be transplanted, a liver must come 
from a donor with the same blood type 
and body weight as the patient. An adult 
patient usually waits one or two weeks 
for a donor organ; children, because 
they are so small, may wait 200 to 200 
days. 

‘Last week, two of my patients died of 
liver failure because no organs could be 
found,”’ Dr. Jenkins says. ‘I have three 
patients now who need organs, two of 
them desperately — and I have no idea 
when they will come. 

Each of his patients is registered with 
the New England Organ Bank, a comput-

er-linked network that locates donor or- 
gans from al! over the United States for 
hospitals with transplant patients 

The publicity surrounding Jamie 
Fiske’s ordeal may have helped advance 
liver transplant programs, the doctor 
says. ‘‘I think that Jamie Fiske’s plight 
really was a very important thing that 
happened, and fortunately it turned out 
well.” 

The heart-wrenching search for a do- 
nor liver for Jamie emphasized the need 
for donor organs, Dr. Jenkins says, but it 
also ‘‘awakened the medical community. 
Her plight certainly helped make people 
in the Boston area aware of the need for 
this program in the area.”

Lifeline isn’t a group therapy session 
David Duncan, the vglunteer director a 
Hospice, is quick to add 

‘A facilitator’s role is to see that we 
stay on the issue and that people have « 
chance to participate,’’ Astbury says 
‘“‘We are there for support.” 

It is that support, the ability to hel; 
persons get on with living their lives 
while at the same time validate their 
feelings of loss that falls to Lifeline vol 
unteers. Some group members actuaily 
think they are losing their minds, Dun- 
can explains. Six weeks after the death 
of a family member, when society be- 
lieves the grieving period is over, the 
death of a spouse, parent or child may 
just be setting in. 

It is the first three or four weeks that 
are the easiest, Duncan said, but after 
that ‘‘the relatives have returned home 
and the church has run out of casseroles 
It’s after that time, when people don’t 
come around anymore, that you some- 
times feel you are going crazy.’ 

Lifeline is just one of the services of- 
fered at the Hospice of Greater Law- 
rence, which is sponsored by the Visiting 
Nurse Association of Greater Lawrence, 
both of which are headquartered in the 
Bixby Building, on Andover Street, in 
North Andover. There are also Hospice 


volunteers who work with persons who 
are dying. And a compliment to the Life- 
line and Hospice programs is a group 
called Keystone, which is run by the Bon 
Secours Hospital. Keystone is for those 
living with cancer, who are not dying 
from the disease. 

4 new training program for Hospice 
volunteers will begin on Tuesday, April 
16. Duncan said two training groups have 
been planned for the ten weeks of meet- 
ngs for prospective volunteers. They 
will be on Tuesdays, both during the day 
and at night, to accomodate as many vol- 
unteers as are interested. Those inter- 
ested in Hospice work should call 
Duncan, at the Hospice of Greater Law- 
rence, to sign up for the course. The Hos- 
pice program especially needs men, 
Duncan said, as most of their volugteers 
are women 

And a new Lifeline group will begin in 
May, meeting on Thursday evenings, 
said Duncan. A group for youngsters who 
have experienced death in their familes 
is in the works at Hospice. It will be 
called SEAL, for students experiencing a 
loss, Duncan said, and should be offered 
with a year 

It was last October that Astbury, who 
calls herself a professional student,

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Our Problem Solvers Head 


For Statewide Competition

The School Committee only half-jok- 
ingly suggested they might learn a thing 
or two about the future of education from 
four West Elementary School students 
who won a berth in a state competition 
that tests their problem solving skills. 

The competition, called the Future 
Problem Soving Program, will feature 
West students David Bevacua, Jesse Cic- 
cone, both in the fifth grade, and sixth 
graders Debbie Goldman and Alyssa Sul- 
livan, in the state finals scheduled for 
Saturday, March 30, at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, in Cam- 
bridge ; 

At a recent School Committee meeting 
the 11 and 12 year-old youngsters and 
their parents were congratulated for 
their work thus far by committee mem- 
bers. School Superintendent Kenneth R 
Seifert told therm the good news that they 
had qualified for the state finals couldn't 
have come at a better time. The recent 
vandalism incidents had occupied much 
of his time in the last two weeks, said 
Seifert. 

“You really made my day and I want 
to thank you very much,” Seifert told the 
West students last Tuesday. And com- 
mittee member Susan T. Poore told the 
students the committee might be able to 
use some of their ideas. 

Helping Andover children understand 
how to solve problems and later honing 
their skills for the competition is Helen 
Caplan, a 13-year veteran Andover tea- 
cher who spends her days in a sixth 
grade classroom at the West Elemen- 
tary. 

This year Caplan has worked with a 
dozen students in the town’s public 
school leadership program for elemen- 
tary schoolers, which is included in the 
offerings for gifted children. It is the 
third year Caplan has readied elemen- 
tary school children for the problem 
solving competition. 

‘*What they have to do is stretch them- 
selves,’’ Caplan explained. ‘‘It is a won- 
derful way of encouraging a child to free 
think and feel that nothing they say will 
ever be laughed at no matter what they 
say.” 

Each of the years that Caplan has en- 
tered teams in the competition at least 
one team has won a chance to compete in 
the state finals. Last year two of her 
three groups competed at the state level 
with a Bancroft team placing second in 
the state finals and the team from San- 
born taking fourth place. But the modest 
Caplan quickly brushes aside sugges- 
tions that her guidance is the backbone 
of her students’ success, instead she 
heaps the praises on the youngsters. 

She is quick to mention that the other 
two teams of problem solvers also 
worked hard on the state competition, 
which is run by Honeywell and the Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Individu- 
al Potential, a division -of the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion. Participating on those teams were 
Elaine Kim, Rebecca Malakoff, Allen

will be the green-house effect. 
Throughout the school year the young- 
sters have been working on problems 
sent to them by the coordinators of the 
program. In October they received their 
first puzzle—drunk driving. Next, in No- 
vember, the students considered the 
problem of nuclear war. Both of those 
Situations were ‘‘practice’’ problems, 
getting them ready for their final prob- 
lem, the one on which they would qualify 
for the state championships. The catego- 


ry was education and the students had to 
consider the problems existing in educa- 
tion, coming up with futuristic solutions 
that would improve education. 

A brainstorming session yielded 20 
possible problems which were followed 
by a concise statement of ‘“‘the’’ most 
pressing problem to be solved. Next each 
group of four brainstormed solutions to 
that problem, creating ideas for the fu- 
ture of education. 

The winning West students thought col- 
lege students shouldn’t receive credit for 
sports, music or art courses as a way to 
“prepare them for their chosen career.” 
Another solution would be to have stu- 
dents wear earphones to bed to “absorb 
pertiment material subconsciously.” 
That, they wrote, would extend learning 
time. 

Another solution, designed to raise the 
standards of education, would institute a 
federal draft to force the “‘most qual- 
ified’’ persons to work as teachers for a 
minimum number of years and, the solu- 
tion says, “‘like the army (they would) be 
paid by the federal government for serv- 
ing their country.’’ It is on the basis of 
the students’ answers to the education 
problem that they were chosen to com- 
pete in the state finals. 

Although winning competitions for 
solving problems may be the most tan- 
gible benefit of Caplan’s course the tea- 
cher explained that the students are able 
to use their new skills in other areas of 
study, and even at home over dinner-ta- 
ble conversation with their families. 

The practice brainstorming sessions 
coax a host of creative solutions to prob- 
lems from the young problem solvers. 
Sometimes, Caplan confided, she has to 
secretly smile at their answers, not be- 
cause they are funny but because they 
are so imaginative. 

When they worked on the drunk driv- 
ing problem one boy created a solution 
where all cars had a chemical test built 
into them to which drivers would have to 
submit before starting the car. If a driv- 
er was drunk the car just wouldn’t start, 
Caplan said. 

But her work with some of the town’s 
intelligent youngsters is more than just a 
job for their coach. When they meet for 
their four hour sessions two times a 
month Caplan has the students bring 
along bag lunches. They gather 
hackstage at the West School where 
there is a lot of room to work. She really 
wants to get to know the youngsters, ex- 
plained Caplan, and when she says she 
wants plenty of quality, relaxed time to 
discuss their “‘problems,”’ there is the 
sense that she’ll be talking about the 
competition problems as well as any- 
thing else the youngsters may want to 
discuss 

“It’s been a joy dealing with gifted 
children for so many years,’”’ said Ca- 
plan. ‘‘Too many gifted children are lost, 
not challenged. The important thing is to 
have each child work at their own poten- 
tial.”

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Library To Honor 
Children, Hospitals 


Memoria! Hall Library will observe Children and Hospitals Week, 
March 24-30, with a book and poster exhibit and medically-oriented 
story hours. This week-long celebration is sponsored ‘each year by 
the Association for the Care of Children’s Health (ACCH) to increase 
public awareness of the special psychosocial needs of children and 
families in the health care system. 

The association is a multidisciplinary organization, founded in 
1965 by child health experts from the United States and Canada, 
committed to reducing the emotional stress of health care and en- 
abling children and families to cope with medical experiences in a 
positive way. 

It is now generally acknowledged and documented in profe ssional 
literature that hospital and medical experiences can be stressful. 
Children who are not prepared and not given support during hospl- 
talization are at a higher risk to develop psychological problems 
when they return home. Recognition of the potential for trauma has 
led to the development of Child Life Programs and specially trained 
child life professionals to provide preparations and emotional sup- 
port for children and families before, during and after medical or 
surgical procedures. Child life specialists also work to increase th 
health care providers’ knowledge of the unique needs of their pediat- 
ric patients. 

Mary Weston, Ms. Ed., a child life therapist and consultant, is a 
member of ACCH and an Andover resident. She will join with the 
Children’s Room staff in their weekly story hours to provide a spe- 
cial presentation for Children and Hospitals Week. Using visual and 
play materials, she will discuss routine medical checkups and pro- 
vide children with a simple orientation to hospitals. Children 3'2-0 
years who are not currently registered for story hours are invited t 
attend a drop-in story hour Thursday, March 28, at 7 p.m 

Weston makes a special effort to understand children’s fears and 
fantasy about medical procedures and care is taken to clarify the 
scary misconceptions a child may have. She encourages parents t 
prepare their children for any medical experience and to be honest 
when a procedure may be painful. 

Helping children deal with the stress and fears of medical encoun 
ters is an ongoing process and Children and Hospitals Week Is a 
good time to become reacquainted with some of the library's special 
resources. In addition to the library’s colle ct on of medically- 
oriented books for children and parents, children’s librarian Bridget 
Bennett reminds families that the library loans out both hospital kits 
and recovery kits which have been assembled for different ages and 


interests. 


The following should always be in a 
car trunk: spare tire, first aid kit, flash- 
light, flares, jumper cables, bumper jack 
and loose change for emergency phone 
calls.

The selectmen last Monday night voted 
to delay taking a position on Article 77 
until they meet at 6 p.m. April 1, an hour 
before the annual meeting is scheduled 
to convene at the Collins Center. 

The Knights of Columbus will ask vot- 
ers to rezone their six-acre site from Sin- 
gle Residence C to Industrial D, so that 
Charter Development Corp. of Wakefield 
may build a $6 million, three-story office 
building there. 

Representatives of Charter Devel- 
opment, which holds an option to buy the 
site, presented their plans to the select- 
men last week, while several area resi- 
dents said they were opposed to the 
article 

Planning Board Chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw, sitting in on last week’s se- 
lectmen’s meeting, reported that her 
board had voted three-two to oppose the 
K. of C. proposal after holding a public 
hearing on Article 77 last month. 

One of the planners’ major concerns, 
she explained, was the additional traffic

The final candidate, Andover newcom- 
er Gresh, decided to run for a seat on the 
committee as a way to repay the schools 
for the education his two children are re- 
ceiving. An Emerson College journalism 
professor and freelance writer, the 43

Most of the candidates are handing out

“If you’re going to be on the School 
Committee you have to know what it’s 
like in the schools,” said Gresh who 
plans to spend between $300 and $500 on 
his campaign. He has also met with Phil- 
lips Academy Headmaster Donald Mc- 
Nemar to discuss strengthening the 
relationship between the town’s school 
system and the private school. 

Susan Poore sent out a questionnaire 
in the form of a report card asking 
townspeople to grade the School Commit- 
tee performance in 13 areas ranging 
from after-school activities and user fees 
to the fiscal responsibility of the board 
and the responsiveness of the schools to 
students and parents 

The incumbent called this election a 
“quiet campaign.’’ She said she has peo- 
ple making telephone calls on her behalf 
and she is also handing out the requsite 
campaign literature around town. 

Poore told THE TOWNSMAN she 
thought that after the election the School 
Committee should invite the four candi- 
dates to discuss what they have learned 
from the townspeopie while cam- 
paigning. 

“We are the carriers of the most re- 
cent feedback from the community,” 
said Poore. ‘‘We have worked hard to get 
the opinions and we should share them.” 

Although she isn’t in charge of her 
campaign funds Poore estimated she will 
spend under $500 on the race. 

The school budget debates for the 1986 
fiscal year were wel! attended by the 
candidates as Poore was present, as a 


committee member, at the meetings and 
Gresh, Blake and Birnbach participated 
from their seats in the audience. Eact 
was asked to comn yn this year’s 
budget deliberations 

June Blake said s! is discouraged 
by the budget process which she called a 
‘“‘massive”’ undertaking, much different 
from the method use n years past. 


“A few years ago they (the School 
Committee) felt the need to find out 
where the nickels and dimes were going 
Now the budget is so massive,’’ she said, 
‘‘they go in cycles.”’ 

In addition Blake it was obvious 
the school staff put in a lot of time pre- 
paring the budget which was impossible 
to go through in detai! at each meeting 
Committee members had to keep up with 
their ‘‘homework,”’ she said, during the 
budget deliberations. 

Sean Gresh said the budget process 
should be streamline d should begin 
earlier in the year. The committee asked 
for a lot more documentation from he 
administration once the budget debates 
began, he said 

Susan Poore said th nmittee should 
request budget figures earlier in the 
year. She criticized t yrocess, saying 
the board funded everything they funded 
last year. The committee has been fund- 
ing everything that ffered by the 
schools instead of asking more questions 
about the offerings, she said. 

David Birnbach saii the committee 
didn’t have much say 'n how the school 
money could be spent. His experience 
analyzing school budgeting, as a student 
at the University of Arizona, would be 
helpful as School Committee member 
said Birnbach. 


_ School Committee Candidates Address Issues 


The school board hopefuls were asked 
what they thought were the most impor- 
tant issues facing the Andover School 
Committee. Here are their answers: 

Sean Gresh stressed more basic educa- 
tion for the Andover students instead of 
education geared to specific careers. The 
ability to read, analyze information, 
write and understand should be stressed 
as the backbone of an Andover educa- 
tion, he said. [n addition, Gresh said, the 
School Committee has to pay more atten- 
tion to planning the use of computers in 
the schools. 

Recognition of teachers and support of 
staff development is also important, 
Gresh stressed. He also listed teacher- 
student ratios, bilingual education and 
programs with the town’s elders as is- 
sues for the School Committee. 

Susan Poore said the committee has a 
communications problem, but said she 
isn’t sure of the cause. She has noticed a 
feeling among residents, Poore said, that 
the School Committee responds better to 
the school administration than to the 
community. 

“I’m seeing that sentiment more than 
ever before,’’ Poore said 

She said the issues the School Commit- 
tee calls important aren’t always first in 
the minds of Andover residents. For ex- 
ample, Poore said, although the institu- 
tion of middle schools (instead of junior 
high schools) has not been discussed by 
the committee she believes it is already 
been decided upon by the school adminis- 
tration. The question of planning for 
growth in the schools, new schools, build- 
ing additions or restructuring of the 
schools, subjects not discussed during 
her three year tenure on the committee, 
should be before the committee, Poore 
said 

Pooré said she was often the lone dis- 
senter on School Committee votes, but 
added that she doesn’t mind standin 
alone in the minority because sh 

‘community support for the stands she 
takes, the incumbent said 

David Birnbach cited public speaking 
skills as an important lesson the schools 
were not teaching students. Birnabch 
said school administrators should be us 
ing computer software packages at the 
junior high level that best suit the stu 
dents, something they are not doing now 
he said 

Birnbach suggested borrowing from 
industry and surveying the community 
twice a year on their satisfaction with 
the schools. He also said high school se- 
niors should take a course in career de- 
velopment that would teach them how to 
choose colleges and find jobs 

He said the committee doesn’t have 
good communications with the town’s 
teachers, who, he added, don’t feel com 
fortable approaching the school board 
with problems 

‘‘My perception is that teachers arent 
getting as much support as they should 
be,’’ Birnbach said, adding that more 
schools decisions should be made by 
those the teachers, ‘‘those out there 
the trenches.’ 

June Blake said the Schoo! Committee 
was suffering from a breakdown of com 
munications, which has townspeople con 
fused about whereto go to get answers t 
their questions. She also mentioned the 
town’s growing population, a possible 
lack of space in existing classrooms and 
a consistent delivery of school service 
as areas on which the school board 
should focus attention.

Time For Action 


It is becoming more apparent with each pass- 
ing year that there is a need to expand the central 
business district, if for no other reason than, in 
some instances, to accommodate businesses al- 
ready in Andover. 

And, with each passing year, the planning 
board says that attention to the CBD will be 
among its priorities in the coming year. 

With due apologies to the planners and fully 
cognizant of the heavy workload placed upon 
them, it would appear that the annual town meet- 
ing this year provides an opportunity for the vot- 
ers of Andover to move forward in a positive 
manner on CBD expansion in at least three 
specific instances. 

Proposals call for the rezoning of Elm Street 
properties to accommodate a funeral home, a 
matter which faced town meeting a year ago and 
was defeated by a slim margin; rezoning of a 
Bartlet street house for professional offices and 
extension of zoning for an existing business prop- 
erty on Punchard Avenue. 

The funeral home proposal by the Caron Fune- 
ral Homé of North Andover was opposed a year 
ago by a majority of planners and selectmen be- 
cause it was considered spot zoning. 

Both boards agreed to the need for such a serv- 
ice in the community recognizing there is now 
only a single funeral home in the community. 

The article commanded a majority vote of ap- 
proval but fell short of the required two-thirds 
majority. 

This year, the Caron proposal seeks to extend 
the business zone along Elm Street from the 
square to his proposed renovation of the 44 Elm 
Street property to a funeral home. 

It seems not only a proper move but a safe one 
from the town’s point of view. 

The properties between a real estate agency 
and the funeral home on Elm Street, now resi- 
dential, would be reclassified for business use, 
but remain in residential use until such time as 
families living there decided to dispose of them. 

The only property with sufficient parking to 
accommodate anything other than a professional 
office operation is the funeral home itself where 
the proponent intends to provide 50 parking spots. 

Basially it is a logical and safe extension of the 


downtown business area which will provide a 
needed service to Andover residents and should 
be looked upon in a positive manner by planners, 
selectmen and townspeople at town meeting. 

The other two proposals essentially ask And- 
over residents to allow long-established Andover 
business people to expand their operations. 

On Bartlet street, J. B. Doherty Associates 
would like to acquire the house across from his 
present operation to accommodate increased 
space needs to better serve the public. The prop- 
erty abuts the town’s recently acquired parking 
lot and a new shopping mall. 

This, too, seems a proper extension of the busi- 
ness zone to accommodate an Andover business 
expansion which is a quiet professional opera- 
tion. 

The Howe Agency on Punchard Avenue is in a 
similar situation. They wish to acquire property 
adjacent to their real estate and insurance opera- 
tion to provide parking and professional offices. 

The company has been in business in Andover 
for a number of years and it is doubtful they 
would do anything less than enhance the area 
with their proposal. 


There have been contentions that traffic would 
be increased by both the Doherty and Howe pro- 
posals. Probably unkowingly, the town itself con- 
tributed to traffic and parking problems by 
moving the municipal offices to the former junior 
high buildings. 

When in school use, the building erie traf- 
fic a couple of times a day. 

Now there is a steady stream of cars and in- 
creased parking needs by both those doing busi- 
ness and municipal employees working in the 
municipal office building. 


While remaining hopeful that the planning 
board will turn its attention to Central Business 
District considerations in the coming year, it is 
evident that business people can not continue to 
wait for such action. 

These three matters scheduled for town meet- 
ing attention, if approved, certainly would not 
interfere with the direction planners should take 
in expanding Andover’s business zone, which is 
eventually inevitable.

Addressing The 
Problems Of The 
Mentally Ill 


A 36-year-old Andover woman, slightly brain 
damaged and alcoholic, is picked up by the po- 
lice wandering the streets at 2 a.m. She spends 
the night in a shelter and is released the next 
morning. Her family has given up on her. 

A very mentally ill young man in Andover has 
driven his family to despera- 
tion with nightly tantrums 
which leave everyone without 
sleep for days on end. The ‘“‘pa- 
tient”’ is at home because fund- 
ing was cut off for his special 
treatment in an out-of-state fa- 


A disturbed man freezes to 
death in a Lawrence alley this 
winter. 

I could give several more ex- 
amples of people in the Andover area who rep- 
resent the failure of our community, state and 
society to care for the mentally ill. In my opin- 
ion, this failure is a national disgrace. 

As a legislator, I am involved in the Massa- 
chusetts mental health system in several ways. 
Families call on me to help obtain services in 
the huge bureaucracy. Business people in Law- 
rence call on me to help solve the problem of 
distrubed people who wander downtown, act in- 
appropriately and frighten customers. Area 
agencies call me for help at budget time. Resi- 
dents call to protest a facility for deinstitutiona- 
lized patients in their neighborhood. 

A few years ago I would not get these calls 
because disturbed people were put ‘‘out of sight 
and out of mind”’ in our huge state mental hospi- 
tals. Approximately 2,500 patients remain in our 
institutions, down from 18,000 in the 1960s. Many 
more are in prisons, shelters, rooming houses or 
nursing homes. 

It is popular now to blame deinstitutionaliza- 
tion for these problems. Clearly we made mis- 
takes by emptying our hospitals without 
appropriate community systems in place. How- 
ever, deinstitutionalization was and still is a 
worthy and correct goal: warehousing people is 
both inhumane and expensive. One visit to a 
community residence or small treatment center 
will convince anyone that many very sick people 
can “‘learn to live again’’ instead of staring at 
the wall in an environment guaranteed to con- 
tribute to even more emotional problems. 

Treatment for mental illness is expensive and 
often continues for years. Despite a $600,000,000 
budget, the Legislature and the Department of 
Mental Health must make painful decisions re- 
garding resource allocation. More funds for 
community services mean less funds for fixing 
up our decaying hospitals which remain open to 
house those too ill to benefit from community 
programs. Conditions in some of these hospitals 
are so appalling that.the court has ordered state 
government to spend more money on renova-

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Subdivision Proposed For 
West Andover Horse Farm 


A West Andover horse farm has been proposed as the 
a seven-lot cluster subdivision, although some 
neighbors say the site is a bad choice for a new devel- 
opment 

Coolidge Construction Co. of North Andover, with And- 
over Atty. John McGarry and David Zaloga as principals, 
would like to build the cluster development on the Tur- 
geon horse farm on Brown Street (which runs between 
Lowell Street and Bellevue Road, near the Tewksbury 
line). 

‘The Planning Board discussed preliminary plans for the 
12.5-acre subdivision, called Equestrian Way, during a 
meeting at Memorial Auditorium last Tuesday night. 

According to engineer Stephen Stapinski of Merrimack 
Engineering Services, representing the developers, the 
Turgeons’ house, barn and accessory buildings would re- 
main intact on a four-acre parcel, while the rest of the 16- 
acre site would be developed. 

The seven proposed lots would be clustered around one 
cul-de-sac in the northernmost portion of the site, he said, 
leaving a large area of permanent open space. 

The open space, which includes steep slopes and the 
‘best vistas’’ on the site, would be deeded to a homeown- 
ers’ association or to the town, Stapinski said. He noted 
that it would provide a link between Brown Street and 
land already controlled by the Andover Conservation 
Commission, located near a former railroad bed. 

Stapinski said the site would be served by town water, 
looped off Brown Street, and septic systems. Drainage 
from the new houses would run into an existing wetlands 
on the site, and eventually into nearby Haggetts Pond, he 
said, adding that there would be no building within the 
wetlands are#® 

The engineer said that if the planning board denies the 
developers a special permit to cluster the subdivision, the 
developers could build a conventional subdivision — with

eight lots and the same amount of roadway. 

Planner Nancy Jeton of the Community Development 
and Planning staff said that according to the developers’ 
preliminary reports, it appears that the site’s wetlands 
could handle the drainage from seven new houses. 

But abutter Richard Donovan of Lowell Street told the 
board, ‘‘In my estimation, the site couldn’t be worse for 
this development.” 

Donovan said the area is quite wet, and includes ‘“‘a 


series of ponds’’ and a brook that runs through the area 


“eleven months of the year.”’ 

He told the board that many of his neighbors have wet 
basements and troublesome septic systems, and that he 
fears drainage from the new development would run onto 
his land. 

Donovan concluded that the subdivision should not be 
built in the ‘‘delicate area’’ because it might harm Hag- 
getts Pond, which supplies Andover’s drinking water 

Abutter Robert Theriault of Lowell Street agreed that 
the site is “extremely wet,’’ saying it is ‘“‘nothing short of 
a swamp” near Bellevue Road. 

Theriault said he was also concerned about adding more 
traffic to Brown Street. 

Planning Board Chairman Margaret Bradshaw said the 
board would vote on preliminary plans for Equestrian 
Way during their next meeting, scheduled for Tuesday, 
March 26. 

Earlier last Tuesday night Bradshaw explained that de- 
finitive plans for Hawk Ridge, another subdivision pro- 
posed by Coolidge Construction, had been withdrawn, and 
would probably be re-submitted to the board in the future. 

The planners denied preliminary plans for Hawk Ridge 
last September, but approved revised preliminary plans 
in October. At that time the developers had proposed an 
eight-lot conventional subdivision for a 14.5-acre site off 
Rattlesnake Hill Road.

physical set-up on the field and student behavior, said 
Leslie G. Loomis, assistant superintendent for elementary 
education.

Richardson said a decision hasn’t been made about a 
graduation speaker.

He explains that Jamie Fiske traveled 
to the University of Minnesota Universi- 
ty Hospitals for her successful transplant 
in October 1982 — which was fairly inex- 
perienced in liver transplantation at that 
time —- because such operations were not 
permitted in Massachusetts. Today, Ja 
mie could stay in Boston for her trans- 
plant. 

Liver transplants are no longer consid- 
ered experimental. Survival rates are 
now 65 to 80 percent for adults — and 
better for children — thanks in part to 
the new drug cyclosporin, which help 
stop the body from rejecting its new liv- 
er. (Five to ten percent of transplant pa- 
tients reject their new livers so strongly 
that they must receive another trans- 
plant. ) 

To date, most patients survive for at 
least one year; many have survived for 
five years or longer. And they are good 
years, the doctor emphasizes. 

“Their quality of life is, for the most 
part, excellent. I had one patient, a fifty- 
year-old woman, who was in a coma, 
nearly dead. Now, a year after her trans- 
plant, she plays squash, she runs, she 
works as a social worker. She has re- 
turned to a normal existence. 

‘Nothing is more exciting than seeing 
someone come back into my office, 
someone who’s doing things they haven't 
done for years. Things we take for grant- 
ed.”’ 

Dr. Jefkins performs a liver trans- 
plant at least once each week, but the 
procedure is far from routine. Each op- 
eration involves “‘incredible effort,” he 
says, and in fact involves three separate 
operations. 

The first is to remove the donor organ, 
which may take three to four hours. Ei- 
ther the doctor or his partner, Dr. Peter 
Benotti, fly to the donor hospital to re- 
move the organ, store it in a cold solu- 
tion, and bring it back to Boston 
immediately. (The liver can remain out- 
side the body no longer than eight to ten 
hours, Roger explains, unlike a kidney, 
which can last up to three days outside

the body ) 

To save time, Dr. Jenkins begins re- 
moving the diseased liver from his pa- 
tient while Dr. Benotti is operating on 
the donor. This is the most dangerous 
part of the entire procedure, and the one 
requiring the greatest skill. 

A diseased liver is covered with scars, 
he says, and surrounded by swollen, mis- 
placed blood vessels that must be care- 
fully severed. ‘‘Massive blood 
transfusions’’ are needed, 10 to 20 units 
on the, average, although one patient 
needed 230 units. 

The third and final stage is to actually 
remove the diseased live:, clamping off 
blood vessels and sewing in the new liver 
— quickly. (Outside the body, the liver 
will begin to deteriorate as soon as it be- 
gins to cool off.) The doctor must con- 
nect at least four blood vessels and one 
bile duct, and then “hope that it works.” 
Sometimes a transplanted liver fails af- 
ter a ‘“‘technically perfect”’ operation, for 
no apparent reason. 

The entire procedure -—— which usuaily 
begins around 3 or 4 a.m. — takes 12 to 24 
hours. Dr. Jenkins’ surgical team includ- 
es three assistants (while two other sur- 
geons assist Dr. Benotti), but he must be 
present throughout every operation, and 
oversee post-operative care as well. 

That is why he is constantly on call, 
available whenever a donor organ be- 
comes available — as one did this snowy 
Monday morning 

“There’s a liver for us in Miami,” he 
says, hanging up the telephone after a 
call to his home from the organ bank. ‘“‘It 
looks like we’ll be transplanting tonight. 
It never fails that on a snowy day we 
receive a liver — I’ve flown through bliz- 
zards.”’ 

Dr. Jenkins foresees ten more years of 
growth for his liver transplant unit. He 
looks forward to training more surgeons, 
to passing along his knowledge and skill 
so that he will not be quite so indispens- 
able at the Deagoness. Beyond that, he 
looks forward to more research to help

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tions and staffing. 

Just as difficult is the question of resource 
allocation among patients. I know, for example, 
that when I advocate an expensive treatment 
program for one of my constituents, it means 
less services for several other needy people. 

Our laws and our attitudes toward mental ill- 
ness contribute as much to the current crisis as 
lack of financial resources. Only those defined 
as ‘‘a danger to themselves or to others”’ can be 
legally committed by the court to a hospital or 
treatment center. Vast numbers of people who 
need help do not fall into this category and the 
‘‘system”’ simply cannot reach them. For exam- 
ple, the man who died of exposure in Lawrence 
had consistently resisted help, as do many of our 
homeless. We are currently reviewing these 
laws to ascertain what changes are needed. 

Underlying all these problems is our attitude 
toward mental illness, which remains in the 
Dark Ages compared to other advances in tech- 
nology and medicine: ‘‘hush-hush,’’ fear and 
blame still dominate. As a result, programs to 
treat mental illness do not have the same advo- 
cacy and support level as other social services. 
Attitudes also make it difficult to find places for 
community programs. Time after time neigh- 
borhood opposition is responsible for lack of pro- 
grams in our communities. 

Fortunately, winds of change are stirring 
This year, for the first time, the Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill turned out hundreds of advocates at 
budget hearings. Our own Greater Lawrence 
area has numerous dedicated and creative peo- 
ple working overtime to make the system more 
responsive. If you are interested in mental 
health issues, I can provide you with informa- 
tion on how you can help make a difference. | 
can be reached at 722-2070 or, by mail, R. 473-G, 
State House 02133.
